Readers! Reports and Comments 

"These non-IDers seem to be multiplying like rabbits," said one reporter who supplied many of 
the non-IDs given above,and as a perusal of Clarke's feature in last month's VUD would indicate. The 
program format change of WEZX 107.1 Scranton PA from m to r resulted in the station's receiving a 
letter of complaint from one correspondent, who said there is no longer an easy-listening station in 
Scranton. Reported off the air: WBJH 101.5 Trenton NJ, which has been having transmitter problems 
and in maintaining stereo separation, as well as with bass frequencies. WYZZ 92.9 Wilkes-Barre PA 
heard with Mutual; are they quitting A? WMALFM 107.3, now being programmed by ABC-FM in 
Washington DC, p, but with "announcers who seemed to know nothing about the music they played." 
WCAO-FM 102.7 Baltimore 75% c; about 25% rock. WHFS 102.3 Bethesda MD, "Home Grown Radio " 
Is one of the few stations to help local talent; frequently has live concerts in its studio. A ‘eprint of 
an article, "Nothing New Under the AM Sun," from the Jan. '77 Audio was sent, which concerned the 
reputedly good AM fidelity of the 1937 30-tube Scott Philharmonic, which was subsequently improved 
upon with the introduction of 40 mHz and 100 mHz FM bands in models just before Scott Radio Labs 
expired in the early 1950's. The article points out that vintage Scott receivers would probably not work 
properly now, without an extensive realignment, cleaning, and tube replacement. 

Louisville's two library stations, WF PL 89.3 and WF PK 91.9, hope to both be 100 kw on the air by 
February (just across the street from WLRS 102.3, and there is a terrible harmonic area there, with 1 
classical, 1 talk, and one rock station within 100 yards of each other!). 

WEST Muncie IN when it finally gets permission to move to *92.1 with 3 kw, expects to be received 
within a 37-mile radius; at the present 10 watts "on a clear day, WBST can probably go out about eight 
miles," they estimate, which seems realistic enough. An Indiana reporter said he talked with a con- 
sulting engineer doing some work on FM in Toronto; apparently for a station considering going up on 
the CN Tower; "they want to know the results of such a concentration of stations relative to auto 
receiver overload. . . There are 5 FM's up there now; and there is room for a total of 11. Apparently 
there is considerable expansion in the works for FM in Canada and Toronto, in particular." 

KMAG 99.1 Fort Smith AR has its transmitter on Magazine Mt., a good 50 miles from city of 
license, which should be indicated on my maps. "Your FM column gets better all the time. However, 
I wish you would run the symbols key every 2-3 months [see above—ed.], as I and many others get 
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FCC—FM  aici-Fi, KORC-FM attacked. . . KAEZ praised . . . HAUM spauns illegitimacy? "HPAZ" squelehed February, 1907 


mixed up with alll the abbreviations and no reference to clarify them." [I'm surprised to find out thatmy 
column "gets better"; I thought it had gotten to a certain point of excellence or mediocrity and stayed 
there! I have written to WICH-FM Shawano WI, threatening to complain to the FCC if they continue 

to stall in moving from 100.1 to 99.3, and got a not-too-friendly response from Ray G. Gruetzmacher, 
president: "I am appalled at the total ignorance of conditions made manifest in the enclosed communi- 
cation from you, concerning our frequency change. May I suggest that before you make any threats, 
you get the facts concerning this case. Your audacity is only exceeded by your bad judgement (sic). 

If Idon't hear from you regarding this, I'll forward copies of this correspondence to the Federal Com- 
munication Commission for their records and consideration. Your early response is expected." So I 
wrote again, enclosing a copy of an ad for the FM Atlas, and would you believe, he didn't order a copy ? 
An Appleton WI reporter heard the FM Atlas ad on WAUN 92.7 Kewaunee WI, and he's been hearing 
WAUN over two months now on 103.1 at equal strength from south to southeast. An extra-legal FM 
translator in Chilton for WAUN? I'll check on this. Or maybe Bill Draeb could check this out locally. 
WORT *89.7 Madison identifiée rarely as that; more often as "Back Porch Radio. " 

One VUD reader suggested my underlining headings in this column, so I have done that. He also 
sends comments on the Dec. column, the FCC probably won't chastise a broadcaster for 
combining v & h powers, because he contaci the FCC office and talked toa Mr. Allen in St. Paul, who 
was not at all concerned about the poor audio and high hum level of KDHL-FM 95.9 Faribault MN; he 
wasn't even too concerned about the illegal "WPAZ" which had been on 92.9, 96.1 and 96,5; "guess the 
FCC 1s too snowed under with CB complaints," His comments on the Atlas: "Keep bracket#'in the Sta- 
tion Directories for 10-watters, instead of "2 and 9" coverage guesstimates; "keep up the non-IDers 
feature—much needed in DX. Don't put non-IDs on maps! Will be too cluttered! Also - SCA was active 
1n 1956 (not '58 as noted). I have old article on WLOL, stating one reason to build FM was for Muzak 
(they came on in Dec., 1956)."" KRLX *90.3 Northfield MN not heard for several months; deleted? 

KEMB 98, 3 Emmetsburg IA to be on the air 6 am to 10 pm 7 days/week, and they were to have 
come on the air Jan. 10. KMGK 93.3 Des Moines has switched from mild rock to top 40; KDMI 97.3 
Des Moines is Mutual, while KTOF 104.5 Cedar Rapids Is being sold: "I would guess a change of format 
—reck or mor:probably."" KWIT *90.3 Sioux City IA will be on the air about Oct. 1, 1977. "As with 
all pablic radio stations we will do our local programm ing —not repeat programming of any other station, 
such as WOLFM, . . Station will have its own building, will be professionally staffed, and full stereo. " 
KMOE 92.1 Butler MO confirms for me that they are not stereo; monaural. 

KAEZ 107.7 is the only black-owned radio station in Oklahoma. “Apparently, there had been a good 
number of other applicants for this, OKe's last open FM. The owner explained (on 2 public affairs pro- 
gram on KOCO-5] reasons for going FM (better fi, fulltime operation, etc.); he seems technically well- 
qualified. . The station is very well run; audio quality is very good. There was no mention in the inter- 
view if the station would be going $ in the near future." And "In the December VUD, I note one reporter 
cutting down the Atlas—he doesn't know what he's talking about! You're right about ‘historical value’ of old 
Jogos scattered about. On the other hand, I would rather have programming than nets in the frequency 
section. . .it makes MS DX a lot easier. . . Your non-IDer list is not superfluous, tho it isn't totally 
complete either. FMorgue sounds okay, too. Use of the W-E format would also sult me better. Draw- 
ing major Interstates sounds good--provided it doesn't clutter the maps. The small print for ten-watters 
1s good, too. . . If AM went stereo, records would no longer have a reason to be careful with phase (to 
make it sound all right in mono); therefore, it might help improve stereo records — on radio, AM or 
FM, or on the home phono. AM $ wouldn't be hi-fi, but it has ite merits, I guess. . ."" KCRC-FM 96.9 
Enid OK has wandered down to 96.5 at times, but hopefully has better audio now that they have higher 
power on the air (flip back 2 pages). There's a possibility a strike application will be filed against ‘em! 

New SCA news is sent from Seattle, where the brother of a reporter now has SCA. "We did not have 
& schematic but between the two of us we managed to find the right places to tap power and SCA."

Part 2 of 2 N2o 2M3 


In the last installment of this article a description was 
given of a technique designed to log ID'able meteor scatter based on the 
principle of taping automatically on locally “quiet” channels at times 
of highest ID probability. 

The system now to be described differs significantly function- 
ally from that previously described. It should be noted that the pre- 
vious system was compatible with any receiving system, i.e. it did not 
depend functionally on the type of receiver used with regards to any 
special electrical signals derived from same. This system, on the other 
hand, while more closely approaching the ultimate goal of taping all MS, 
and virtually only MS, has the drawback that a single design is not 
necessarily compatible with all types of receivers, the reason for this 
being that the signal used to detect MS is derived from the stereo pilot 
lamp. For this reason, I shall not attempt to present any specific cir- 
cuitry, but rather to demonstrate what is functionally being attempted. 

Using TTL logic circuitry, the circuit is basically designed 
to perform the following "OR" function (as can also be seen in Fig. 1): 

A tape recorder whose "auxiliary" input is connected to the "tape output” 
of the receiver is caused to remain idle (i.e. not recording) with the 
recorder keys in record mode under 1 or more of the following conditions: 
i}"when the stereo pilot lamp is off 
OR 

2) From 20 seconds after the stereo pilot has been turned on 

until the next time that it turns on again after an interruption 
OR 

3) For a 15-minute period after the pilot lamp has turned on a 
prechosen number of times within a prechosen period of time ¢ 

To explain all this: 

#1 is obvious. When the stereo pilot lamp is off, no signal is 
present, at least not from a stereo station. Therefore, we do not want 
any recording to be done, 

#2 is explained as follows: Let us assume that virtually all MS 
receptions are of a duration below 20 seconds. Therefore, if the stereo 
pilot lamp remains on for more than 20 seconds continuously, we can ass- 
ume with reasonable confidence that what we have is not MS, but possibly 
an unanticipated Tr reception on the chosen channel (proabably not rare 
DX that would be wanted on tape), unanticipated spillover from an adja- 
cent frequency, local electrical noise triggering the stereo pilot lamp, 
or one of any number of other things which is not desired on tape in the 
quest for ID'able MS, Feature #2 is also useful for monitoring frequen- 
cies which are occupied by daytime-only locals. At most only 20 seconds 
will be taped of the local before it goes off, the night will be spent 
normally taping MS, and only the first 20 seconds will be taped of the 
local when it goes back on the air. 

#3 has shown itself to be a particularly useful function when 
monitoring by this method on frequencies occupied by stations which are 
in the 150-200 mile range. These stations are not desirable on tape but 
occasionally surface above the stereo threshold. We know that MS comes 
in more or less discrete bursts, not generally great in number per unit 
time. Weak Tr (of the non-ducting variety), however, has the tendency 
frequently to flutter in and out with some semblance of periodicity. This 
phenomenon is particularly noticeable with airplane scatter. We could 
say, under most circumstances, that if we were monitoring om of the pre- 
viously mentioned channels and the stereo pilot lamp turned on and off, 
say, 10 times in a 15-second period, what we were receiving was not MS, 
but Tr of the type described. As this mode of propagation has a tendency 
to linger it would be desirable to disable the tape recorder entirely for 
15 minutes or so. As well as omitting the taping of Tr, this function 
also frequently deletes local electrical noise which may cause the stereo 
pilot lamp to react in a similar fashion. 

It should be mentioned at this point that features 1, 2 and 3 
presuppose that the receiver in question has a stereo threshold adjust- 
able to a point just above the noise level. The tuner for which design 
was originally intended was the Heathkit AJ-15 which meets this specifi- 
cation satisfactorily. The 20 seconds and 15 minutes are, of course, per- 
ods of time which were chosen somewhat arbitrarily, based only on past 
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experience and personal preference. 

Having now discussed the basic function, let us take an overall 
look at the system (Fiz. 1). 

The stereo pilot lamp provides the signal to be processed. An 
interface to condition the voltage for TTL compatability is required as 
well as probably a Schmitt trigger to speed up rising and falling voltage 
levels to improve the noise level during switching. 

Function #1 is accomplished straightaway with the signal simply 
fed to the OR gate. Function #2 is accomplished with a non-retriggerable 
20-second monostable (using a 555 timer) and this signal is again fed to 
the OR gate. 

Function #3 requires somewhat more circuitry. The signal from 
the interface is fed to a serial-in/parallel-out n-bit shift register.An 
n-position single-pole switch (non-shorting) chooses the appropriately 
significant output bit and relays this to a 15-minute non-retriggerable 
monostable (again a 555) and from there again to the OR gate. A rese 
oscillator clears the shift register periodically. The reset oscillator 
performs the function of setting the "predetermined time” within which 
stereo pilot lamp “bursts” will be counted, and the single-pole n-throw 
switch performs the function of setting the“predetermined number" of 
bursts within that period of time. Providing the predetermined number is 
never reached within the predetermined time, the 15-minute monostable will 
not disable the system. Flexibility of the system is greatly enhanced by 
making the frequency of the reset oscillator variable (1 pulse/15 sec.; 30 
sec.; 60 sec.; and 120 sec. was used) and the addition of the n-position 
single-pole switch (bits 3-14 were used with a 12-position switch). This 
flexibility is desireable during meteor showers and also to accommodate lo- 
cal signal conditions on different frequencies. 

Once all 3 functions have been achieved and fed to the OR gate, 
it is useful to adda one-second delay circuit such that the tape recorder 
does not stop immediately after an MS burst, because weak remnants of the 
MS may still exist immediately following the point at which the stereo pi- 
lot lamp can no longer recognize a signal. At the expense of 1 second of 
tape time it would be well advised to tape these probable remnants for the 
possibility of ID's. Another reason for the delay is to ensure that the 
tape recorder does not turn on and off repeatedly when a string of bursts 
is recognized. The tape recorder has a certain start-up time and under 
some such circumstances, on playback, nothing readable might be heard with- 
out such a delay circuit. 

The delay circuit drives a relay which turns the tape recorder 
on and off (in the case of cassette recorders) via the “remote” jack (the 
smaller of the 2 jacks that microphones plug into). 

To allow the operator to recognize what is happening throughout 
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the circuitry at any time, it is good practice to have front-panel LED's. 
Under heavy meteor shower conditions it is also desireable to make feat- 
ures #2 and #3 defeatable. 

This block diagram description is merely intended to offer the 
reader insight to the approach taken by this DX'er and in no way intends 
to show specific circuitry and logic levels throughout. A thorough descip- 
tion of one such circuit already built would involve considerable more 
space than is economical in the VUD. Hopefully, however, it will stimu- 
late sufficient interest with some DX'ers familiar with TTL logic to en- 
courage them to designa similar system. Earlier systems have been attempt- 
ed incorporating only feature #1, but an unacceptable amount of Tr is 
taped in this manner on all but a very small number of totally quiet fre- 
quencies. 


One obvious disadvantage of this entire approach is the fact 
that it is impossible to tape monaural MS. This problem is, of course, 
not found in the system described in the previous article. Both tech- 
niques have been tried and it has been found that the system described in 
this article yields a high degree of initial success in terms of new MS 
loggings (an average of nearly one new MS logging per week for an initial 
lo-month period, plus numerous MS relogs). However, before long, it ap- 
pears that relogs become increasingly more frequent as the number of fre- 
quencies suitable for monitoring by this technique is fairly low in most 
areas. The technique described in the previous article, of course, per- 
mits one to monitor frequencies adjacent to locals in spite of spillover 
causing stereo pilot lamp triggering and other frequencies unsuitable in 
general for the circuitry described here. Spillover, etc. would cause the 
tape recorder to be turned off most of the time despite possible incoming 
MS with the technique decribed herein. 

Both techniques suffer the problem of not being able to pinpoint 
the time at which an MS reception was made. This problem can be entirely 
solved with the previous technique by using a stereo recorder and simul- 
taneously recording WWV on one channel. But with the technique decribed 
here this is not as easily done as taping does not always occur when a 
voice time check is provided by WWY. 

The photographs below show finished versions of the systems de- 
scribed in this and the previous article.

INCREASE YOUR STATION TOTALS 
BY UNDERSTANDING POLARIZATION 
PART I 


This series, originally presented as a lecture at WIFDA's 1976 Convention, 
basically is divided into three parts: first, exactly what polarization is; 
second, what we know about polarization at TV and FM frequencies; and most 
important of all, how we can take advantage of what we know, so that we can 
indeed increase our station totals as described in the title. 


What is polarization? I suppose we should immediately go to the dictionary 
definition and determine that it is "the direction of an electromagnetic 
field as radiated from a transmitting antenna It's very difficult to 
illustrate this concept in a single plane, but we have attempted to do so 
with the drawings on the next page. 

Figure 1-A shows a folded dipole transmitting antenna, which because of its 
length is inherently cut to a specific frequency. It radiates an electro- 
magnetic field in its horizontal plane, ‘and only in that plane. We call 
these signals that are radiated only in a Sinete ‘e plane linearly polarized. 


Practically, if a renee ceing station wanted to transmit that type of sig- 
nal in all directions, it would have to utilize a turnstile, or use two fol- 
ded dipoles crossed by about 90 degrees. In that manner, the electromagne- 
tic radiation would still be in the same plane, but would be radiated in 
about 360°. This gives us what we call an omnidirectional pattern. Some 
of you may be familiar with such an antenna for $0, which is an at- 
tempt to receive signals from all directions. The turnstile arrangement 

is shown in Figure 1-B. 


The other way we can go, and the one we're most familiar with is the AM 
antenna, which is said to be vertically polarized (Figure 1-C). If you 
were to place a folded dipole perpendicular to the ground, the radiation 
is still broadside to the dipole, but because it is vertical, it is auto- 
natically radiated in all directions (360°). This, of course, is the 
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reason why car radio AM antennas are situated in that direction, and most 
FM car antennas are unfortunately are that way as well. 


An analogy for this difference between horizontal and vertical radiation 
would be driving into a private parking area and putting your parking card 
into the slot. ‘The slot has to accept the card in one plane; it simply 
cannot enter any other way. A coin and a vending machine work similarly. 
The importance of this analogy, and of having everything properly aligned, 
will be discussed shortly. 


If we look at that same horizontally polarized transmitting antenna, kee- 
ping it in the same plane, and place a dipole receiving antenna in the same 
plane, then tie a field strength meter (FSM) to it, we will receive a cer- 
tain amount of signal, depending upon power transmitted, and so forth. But 
we find that we can rotate the receiving antenna through a certain amount 
Of angular displacement, perhaps about £0 degrees, and the signal apprecia- 
bly remains the same. This is primarily due to the capture effect of the 
receiving antenna, and the height of the transmitted wave. So, we need not 
align the antenna perfectly in the plane of the radiation; the signal will 
remain reasonably the same otherwise (an arbitrary signal level of 1000 mi- 
crovolts has been chosen for the example in Figure 2-A). 


However, if we take the receiving antenna and rotate it 90° in free space, 
the signal theoretically will drop off by a factor of nearly thirty to one. 
Therefore, in the example shown by Figure 2-B, we now have perhaps only 30 
microvolts. So, we severely decrease the signal in this manner, and we can 
rotate that antenna through quite a wide area with much-reduced signal, un- 
til we reach a direction about 40° from the transmitting plane. The conclu- 
sion of all this, of course, is that the receiving antenna must remain in 
the same plane as the transmitting antenna for maximum gain.

The polarization of TV and FM stations -in the United States basically fall 
into these two categories: For TV, basically, horizontal is used. This 

is why, if you drive around town and look at TV antennas, they are standard 
in that the elements are all parallel to the ground. For FM, some stations 
transmit horizontally-polarized-only signals, but the majority radiate sig- 
nals that include both horizontal and vertical polarization. I say include 
because they may be circular, they may be elliptical, but the end result is 
that they send out signals that are, in fact, both horizontal and vertical. 


The big "push" to vertical polarization for FM stations began, in earnest, 
perhaps five or six years ago. During that time, a lot of DXers could have 
taken advantage and received a lot more stations, if they had known which 
were horizontal and which were both horizontal and vertical. With vertical, 
the stations are obviously aiming at cluttered areas in cities where listen- 
ers may have a line cord or no antenna at all; and in many cases, stations 
didn't put out as much power in the vertical plane as in the horizontal. 


Some of you have probably heard about the circular polarization tests at 
WLS-7 in Chicago. As opposed to linear polarization, circular polarization 
is one in which the polarization is constantly changing--from horizontal to 
vertical and everything in between. Basically, it is constantly rotating 
An analogy might be a screw being turned to hold a piece of wood in place. 
The theoretical advantages of circular polarization, which agree with those 
Proven by the WLS tests, ie that in extremely cluttered areas with tall 
uildings, etc., ghosting is immensely reduced. There has been no evidence 
that the range of the station has been extended, although most of us feel 
that it will be. 


So what does all this mean to the DXer? Well, he doesn't particularly care 
whether or not he can receive ghost-free signals if he lives in a cluttered 
city area--he doesn't care about locals whatsoever. But the possibility of 
more stations going to circular polarization can open up a tremendous new 
amount of avenues for DXers, and increase their totals immensely, as will 

be shown later. 


For the moment, though, let's just say that the circular polarization tests 
have proven to be beneficial in eliminating ghosts, particularly in areas 

where there are tall buildings. A trade publication article which attempts 
to show how this is done basically shows a "cancellation" effect, with the 
end result being that ghosts are reduced. I won't spend any great deal of 
time discussing the effect here, as it is probably of minimal use to DXers. 


Next month, Part II of this series will discuss how polarization relates 
to TV and FM, and some of its peculiarities.

Feb: 4 TV-DX from the Wo; tern U. and Bas’ 


Both the Northeastern U.S. and Bastern Canada have been experiencing what is 
now being regarded as the worst winter of the century so far.

"My antenna system is now completely installed including a ground plane for de- 
tecting Es building up at 35Mhz and a vertically mounted low band yagi. So far 
the best I've been able to do with five antennas, two rotors, two TV sets and 
a radio is a very weak signal on some Green Bay stations at 255 miles and one 
Towa station at. 260. Or, to put it another way, DK has been lousy. 


On the subject of TV sets, the Admiral 16" color set I'd been using for DX died ~ 
so I replaced it with two black and white sets. Not knowing any way to test a 
set for DX in a showroom, I sort of twisted some knobs, made my best guess and 
shelled out. I came up with a K-Mart 9" solid state model and a Sylvania 12" 
tube type. Both sold for under $90. The K-Mart seems surprisingly well made 

It has the same weak-signal pulling power on VHF and UHF my Admiral did. The ~- 
dials are easy to read and the UHF detent tuner always reads right on the chan- 
nel. The picture is stable, right down to fade out. My only complaint is that 
the audio lags behind the picture. A signal strong enough to bring in a stable 
snowy picture may be very weak on audio. 


The Sylvania has less pulling power than the K-Mart. It's just the opposite of 
the K-Mart though; in that it provides good audio even after the picture fades 
out. The dials are hard to read and it has an annoying hum. However, it has 
one real advantage--the adjacent channel rejection is fairly good for a small 
set--on the K-Mart it's typically poor.

The DX antennas will probably remain atop 1708 for a while, until tower plans 
have been fully formulated. The additional downline losses don't seem to be hurting 
me too much. DX seems a lot easier without so many distractions over here. 

I plan to take my new 5" color AC/DC set on a trip to Chicago in February; I'm 
going by plane--it'd be interesting to DX at 30,000 feet..... We'll see what turns 
up. I can forsee many uses for the new set; it should make DXpeditions much easier. 

So much for my stuff... I only hope the next few months aren't a letdown! 29

Don't forget that monthly reports are always preferable; even if you haven't 
been seeing much, you can contribute some comments, even oripes about the lousy cx, 
if you like! Anything and everything (within limits...) is welcome! If you haven't 
reported lately, get on the ball!
